How these God-giv en, unalien­ 
able rights are to be preserv ed 
and maintained for the indiv idual 
Is where reasonable men hav e 
parted their ideological way s for 
centuries. 
The lady who wrote maintains, 
•« To enjoy these rights gov ern 
tnent is necessary to maintain 
« rder.** 
What she is say ing here is that 
gov ernment must be established 
ao the necessary order may be 
maintained in which an indiv idual 
may enjoy his unalienable rights. 
One could argue here the point 
about the necessity of gov ernment 
establishing the kind of order in 
Which an indiv idual may enjoy his 
tmilienable rights. 
In fact, the gov ernments men 
hav e established hav e failed to do 
this precisely because they can 
only be organized on the basis of 
obtaining a good or right which is 
ao deemed by a consensus of the 
group and can nev er be guaran­ 
teed to be that of any giv en in­ 
div idual. 
Life, for instance, is one of the 
unalienable rights, y et the power 
to require one to die for the 
gov ernment is necessary for its 
stability , and also the gov ernment 
may determine that an indiv idual 
should die for the commission of 
certain acts against the laws of 
the state. 
Thus gov ernment hardly pre­ 
serv es the unalienable right of 
life, and prev iously we hav e 
indicated it does not preserv e 
the indiv idual's liberty . 
All that is left of J efferson’s 
“ trinity ” is the pursuit of hap-

In Cancer Prev ention 


TOKYO (AP) - Big doses of 
v itamin A can halt or -prev ent 
dev elopment of lung cancer in 
animals,

scientist 
reported 
today . 
He has found a way of induc­ 
ing lung cancer — the same 
kind that humans get — in ham­ 
sters. But When he also feeds 
them v itamin A, v ery few come 
down with lung tumors. 
His findings, he stressed, are 
by no means an inv itation for 
cigarette smokers or people liv ­ 
ing in air-polluted areas to start 
gulping down v itamin A, or lots 
of carrots which are rich in the 
v itamin. Too much v itamin A can 
be harmful to humans.

Sen. Harrv Flood Byrd Sr. 


A ven special and great American has gone to his 


reward. H arry Flood Byrd Sr. passed away quietly in 
his sleep last Thursday in his home at Berryville, Va. 
He was 79. 
Senator Byrd has been a legend in American politi­ 
cal history, both in his native state and in the nation. 
For over 56 years he dominated Virginia politics, having 
been governor and then senator from Virginia since 1933. 
a span of over 30 years. 
Over the years he was known as a great conserva­ 
tive Democrat and “ the watch dog” of the Treasury. He 
was chairman for many years of the Senate Finance 
Committee. He disagreed sharply with a number of 
presidents and was widely known for his conservative 
financial views and his desire and determination to pro­ 
tect the public from the inroads of the big spenders. 
In his four years as governor of Virginia, he re­ 
duced departments of state government from 100 down 
to 12, which eliminated hundreds of jobs and restored 
the state's fiscal responsibility from almost bankruptcy 
when he went in as governor and left the state with a 
four million surplus when he went out of office. 
Senator Byrd was eulogized by both Democrats and 


Republicans upon news of his death, and they were sin­ 
cere because here was a great American who had hon­ 
est convictions and who was not afraid to stand up and 
be counted. 
In 1928 he strongly supported AI Smith for President 


but did not care to support Stevenson both times Steven­ 
son ran, nor did he support Kennedy. Senator Byrd’s 
silence meant as much in Virginia as a rousing endorse­ 
m ent It was not the two men he was against but the 
platform they adhered to.

And the ap­ 
plicants have not found it neces- 
sarv and do not find it necessary 
to controvert any such averments 
of fact. Hence . . . such aver­ 
ments of fact . . . may be treated 
as if incorporated by reference 
into the applicants’ pleadings.” 
Stripped of legal language, Ethi­ 
opia and Liberia were saying that 
the charges of oppression they 
had made were false and that 
South Africa's answer to these 
charges was true. The only thing 
left in the Liberian-Ethiopian case 
was a legalistic argument for 
driving South Africa out of South- 
West .Africa —and a rhetorical 
statement of their opposition to 
South Africa's policies — whether 
or not they have the support of 
the majority of the native popu­ 
lation. 
Yet it is on these grounds that

More children from the age- range of 1- 


to- 14 die, each year, as a result of fatal ac­ 


cidents — than as a result of the eight lead­ 


ing childhood diseases combined. This w as 


validated in a recent report issued by the 


National Safety Council. A n estimated 12, - 


000 children succumb, annually, from acci­ 


dents; of these, over half die as a result of 


fatal accidents in the home. 


Windows should not bo loft opon and window screens fastened securely. 
A fatal fall may occur when the toddler, left alone, plays by window. 
Don't leave a child alone in the kitchen when things are cooking on the stove. 
Curious, they may reach up to see what's cooking, burning themselves seriously. 


Keep guns locked up. Gunshot wounds, frequent among young 
children, are caused when firearms are left within reach. 
Key's, change, cosmetics, left within reach, tempt small children to taste them. Internal 
injuries often result. Watch out for toys with «detachable parts that can be swallowed. 
Electrical outlets in the home can ne a serious hazard 
for a curious child. Best bet, cap the ones not in use.

“Mrs. Bru ce and all other p er­ 
sonnel in her dep artment wou ld 
work together in try ing to p lace 
families in the same shelter, or at 
least attemp t to locate relativ es 
and keep each family informed as 
to the well-being of their relativ es 
in other cities,” Kelchner ex 
p lained. 
“This cou ld be q u ite a relief for 
p eop le who are in a shelter du ring 
disaster and don’t know what’s 
hap p ening to their lov ed ones in 
another city ,” the director added 
Fire and Rescu e 
For the Fire and Rescu e Serv 
ices dep artment, former Dix on 
fire chief, Gail Key ser, was ap ­ 
p ointed to set u p an effectiv e p ro­ 
gram. 
Among other du ties, Key ser wil 
establish rescu e p lans for p er­ 
sons trap p ed in bu rning bu ildings 
or v ehicles. It will be his resp on 
sibilitv to p rov ide for the p rotec­ 
tion of life and p rop erty and mini 
mize loss of life or p rop erty by 
fire. 
“Each of these dep artment 
heads is in charge of the cou nty 
wide p rogram for their dep art­ 
ments and each is delegated to 
set u p the same p rogram for safe­ 
ty in each of the cities in the 
cou nty ,” the director said. 
In charge of Health and Medi­ 
cal Serv ices is Dr. Robert C. 
Miles, Dix on, cou nty health of­ 
ficer who will p roride and set u p 
serv ices for casu alties in a disas­ 
ter. 
V. L. Carp enter, Dix on, a re­ 
tired emp loy e of Northern Illinois 
Gas Co., and head of the Econ­ 
omic Req u irement dep artment, 
will imp lement and ex ecu te p lans 
for consu mer rationing, and man­ 
age rent controls and food p rice 
controls. 


“Du ring a disaster req u iring 
civ il defense action, the state civ il 
defense director sets u p a p rice 
schedu le for rent and food.” 
Kelchner said. He added this is to 
insu re 
ev ery one 
gets 
treated 
eq u ally . 
Su rv iv al Items 
Carp enter will also p romote an 
eq u itable distribu tion of essential 
su rv iv al items to the entire cou n­ 
ty , Kelchner said fu rther. 
Three dep artments, of v ital im­ 
p ortance still remain withou t a 
director, Kelchner said. “As I 
said before, these jobs are strict­ 
ly v olu nteer, at least for now, bu t 
we do need many p eop le and any ­ 
one interested in joining ou r or­ 
ganization, may do so by contact­ 
ing me,” Kelchner said. 
He said the three dep artments 
withou t directors are Shelter Man­ 
agement, Radiological and Attack 
Warning dep artments. 
It wou ld be the du ty of the 
head of Shelter Management to 
see that all ap p rov ed shelters are 
adeq u ately stocked with su rv iv al 
eq u ip ment and food. 
He wou ld also set u p p rograms 
to make liv ing in a shelter har­ 
moniou s for p eop le who wou ld 
hav e to sp end u p to two weeks at 
a time locked in one of these shel­ 
ters in the ev ent of fallou t from 
hy drogen or atomic warfare, the 
director ex p lained. 


As a Radiological serv ices de­ 
p artment head, ou r man wou ld 
minimize casu alties from nu clear 
fallou t and radiation. He wou ld ac­ 
comp lish this, Kelchner said, by 
adv ising and gu iding p eop le in en­ 
dangered areas and maintain a 
check of p eop le, animals, crop s 
and terrain in an affected area. 
“This is done with radiological 
detecting eq u ip ment to detect ma­ 
terials that hav e been ex p osed or 
contaminated,” the director as­ 
serted. 
Alert Cities 
The du ty of dep artment head of 
the Attack Warning Serv ice is to 
alert all cities in the cou nty of an 
imp ending attack or of an imp end­ 
ing storm, su ch as a tornado. 


It wou ld be his job to set the 
p rogram in motion in amp le time 
—if p ossible, to p rep are all oth­ 
er dep artments in civ il defense to 
initiate their own p rograms. 


“We will ev entu ally hav e ou t­ 
p osts set u p in strategic sp ots 
throu ghou t the cou nty which will 
serv e as relay stations to sou nd 
alerts across the cou nty to the 
v ariou s 
dep artment he a d s,” 
Kelchner added. 


“As I said before, the p rogram 
is p rogressing well, bu t we still 
need many more v olu nteers to 
really tighten u p ou r p rogram,” 
Kelchner conclu ded.
